Matthew Caul, labourer, East Commons, 
Swords, sued Christopher Cooke, Rathingle, 
Swords, to recover £100 for alleged slander. 
Plaintiff stated that he and the defendant 
were labourers in the employment of the 
Dublin County Council. On the 16th of 
March the defendant, who was a ganger, said 
to him that half a day’s pay would be stopped 
from him because he went to races without 
permission, Witness said that if he was not 
“was he. would bring the matter before Justice 
'eddin, and the defendant, in the hearing of 
Six or seven other men, said: '“ You were 
not so fond of the law when you robbed the 


men of the Cloghran Club of their money.” . 


He asked Cooke to withdraw the accusation, 
but he refused to do so. The club was com- 
posed of persons who paid money into it and 
received it all back at Christmas, Witness 
had been secretary to the club in 1919 for a 
short period, but he had nothing to do with 
it for a long time. Cooke's pay was £2 6s. 
a week when he was temporary ganger, and 
ós, less when he was an ordinary worker. 

Isaac Dignam, Jabourer, stated that he 
was present when the words complained of 
were spoken, and that the defendant refused 
to withdraw. them. 

Christopher Nugent and William Doyle 
gave corroborative evidence. 

Christopher Cooke, the defendant, admitted 
that he used the words, but that he was 
annoyed by the nasty words used by Caul. 
He did not seriously. intend to accuse: him, 
and it wes all owing to a bit of a row. 
Caul suffered no injury in his position. 

The Judge held that the words complained 
of were spoken, and that there was no fotm- 
dation for the charge. He gave a nominal 
decree for £1, and ordered that six witnesses 
who were in court be paid 35s. 10d. among 
them for their day's wages, and a shilling 
each. for ‘bus fares from Swords.

BLUE-.SHIRT 
ASSAULTED 


THREE MONTHS IN JAIL 
FOR ASSAILANT 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 
Joseph Bassett, a fitter, of Oriel street, 


Dublin, was charged with being a member 
of an unlawful assembly and assaulting an 
unknown person in O'Connell street on the 
2ist October last. 


Mr. J. McCarthy, K.C. (instructed by the 


Chief State Solicitor), who prosecuted, said 
that there was a flag day collection being 
held for the Blue Shirts. Whilst a number 
of sons were engaged selling flags, a 
hostile crowd interfered with the collectors. 
The Guards did the best they could to pro- 
tect the collectors. One of the collectors was 
followed by a crowd, and was overtaken by 
the accused man, who put his left. arm round 
the collector’s waist. and struck him three or 
four times in the face. The man assaulted 
was nob.in/court, but the Guards caught the 
assailant in the act. 


Guard: Thomas Keating, now stationed in 


Donegal, said that he saw the accused man 
jump at one of the collectors, put his arm 
round his waist and strike him. When wit- 
ness and a uniformed Guard interveyed they 
were stoned, and had to take shelter in a 
hotel. Eventually they got the accused man 
to the Guard barracks. - 


Guard 150C gave corroborative evidence. 
The accused man said that he had just left 


the Pro-Cathedral, and did not know what 
the flags being sold were. He admitted 
giving the collector a push, using more force 
than was necessary. He had not gone out 
that night with the intention of beating up 
anybody selling flags. He admitted that he 
had struck the collector. 


Bassett was found ‘ not guilty ” of unlaw- 


ful assembly, but guilty of assault, and was 
sentenced to three months’ imprisonment, 


Judge Shannon, imposing sentence, said 


that Bassett had been guilty, not only of dis- 
turbing the peace and causing turmoil, but 
of a very cowardly assault upon a man who 
was doing him no harm. If he held political 
opinions not in agreement with other people, 
there was a*legal way of ventilating these 
opinions; but conduct of this kind in the 
streets of Dublin would not be tolerated, and 


the sooner the accused man and other people 


learned that lesson the better.

A man and woman were in the cab, 
and after defendant got back to the cab- 
stand witness asked him if he knew that the 
woman was of a certain class. Defendant said 
he did not know. 


Johnston, giving evidence, said he was 76 
ears of age, and was 57 years driving a cab. 
e did not know that the parties who en- 
gaged the cab on the occasion in question did 


so for immoral purposes. 
Judge Shannon directed the jury to find the 

accused man not guilty on the third charge— 

living on the immoral earnings of a woman. 


The accused man was found guilty of allow- 


ing his cab to be used for immoral purposes, 
but was recommended to mercy by the jury 
on account of his age 


Judge Shannon said that this case should 


be a warning to the accused man and to. 
others like him, if there were any, who go out 
at night to make a livelihood on immoral 
earnings. On account of his age and the 
jury's recommendation he would not send 
im to jail, but would bind him over for two 
years to be of good behaviour.

Sherlock Holmes in Irish : 


Billiards 


When I glanced into the billiards-room 
of a large hotel the other day, writes a 
correspondent, the shrouded tables and 
stacked cues bore silent witness to the de- 
clining popularity of the most difficult 
game of skill ever invented by man. It 
is true that we still read of billiards cham- 
pions—men and women—but the game is 
not played by the general public to. the 
same extent that it was twenty or thirty 
years ago. In the late Victorian period 
the possession of a billiards table was a 
definite indication of social standing, and 
a quarter of a century ago small tables 
were advertised under the slogan—'' Keep 
your boys at home.” Cimemas and 
‘‘summer-time’’ are, probably, respon- 
sible for the decline, which is greatly to 
be regretted. The continuous application 
necessary to attain even the slightest pro- 
ficiency at the game is an excellent train- 
ing in patience and mental control. 


The Philosopher's Cue 


Tee famous Victorian philosopher. 
Herbert Spencer, who was fond of an 
occasional game of billiards, once played 
with a young man who beat him several 
times despite the fact that the loser re- 
ceived increasing handicaps in each game. 
Finally, the author of ‘Synthetic 
Philosophy ” restored his cue to its place 
in the rack with rather a bad grace, at 
the same time remarking that ‘‘ such pro- 
ficiency in a mere game of skill could only 
argue a misspent youth.” Here his 
wisdom seems to have been at fault, since 
the qualities required to attain the pro- 
ficiency are such that even a philosopher 
could not get far without them. Spencer, 
however, was probably alluding to the fact 
that billiard saloons and taverns were 
closely associated, but it would be difficult 
to imagine a greater contradiction than 
that existing between the concentration of 
the senses required by billiards, and the 
diffusion of them induced by alcohol. 


Quilting 


Quilting, an eleventh-century invention 
in needlework, which fiourished in the 
cottage and the mansion, lost caste at the 
entry of the eiderdown. Now it is back 
again, but with enhanced prestige. It is 
not only those substantial country quilts 
for which it is being used this season, but 
to embellish almost every item of apparel 
in my lady’s wardrobe. There are to be 
quilted hats (already in Dublin), quilted 
blouses, and all the rest. Once upon a 
time every homestead possessed its quilt- 
ing frame, handed down with the goods 
and chattels from generation to genera- 
tion. These frames, as far as I can re- 
member, consisted of two long wooden 
poles with two shorter ones at the ends. 
In the old days every good housewife was 
supposed to make her own quilts with the 
aid of these frames. The material which 
formed the basis of the home-made quilt 
was lined with either cotton wool or, per- 
haps, a disused home-made blanket—that 
used to be a blanket made from the wool 
of your own sheep, and it never wore out. 
A diamond-shaped pattern was worked 
all over the quilt, and, in the absence of 
transfers, cups and bowls were used for 
the design. In England, as well as Ire 
land, the quilting frame occupied an im- 
portant. place in the daily routine until 
fashion decreed that it was obsolete. Now 
once again those old frames are to be 
brought inte action. i Paris young women 
of leisure ate concentrating upon quilting 
materials of all kinds for their own 
fashionable wear.

Stranglers of Pittsburg.’ Tourists in 
Spain, Cuba and South America used to 
encounter these surprising pamphlets in 
their travels, and wonder what on earth 
had happened to Holmes.”

exhibit of graded milk production.  ‘I'his 
exhibit will demonstrate fully the type of 
buildings and equipment necessary for pro- 
ducers who intend to bottle milk on the 
farm.

The details of producing graded milk will 
be demonstrated every morning and ufter- 
noon during the show, except on ‘Tuesday, 
26th February, when there will be one de- 
monstration only at 7.30 p.m. The process 
of washing and sterilising the utensils and 
hottles will be demonstrated after each 
milking. Ministry of Agriculture officials wil] 
be-present to discuss problems with pro- 
ducers, and to explain the working of the 
Milk and Milk Products Act. 

Producers will also see how bacterial counts 
and bacillus coli tests are carried out on 
Grade A and Grade B milk, and the 
methylene blue and cleanliness test on Grade 
C milk. 

The live-stock side of the show already has 
achieved considerable success, the entries 
totalling upwards of 900, and comprising 
animals from all: the leading herds in 
Northern Ireland.

From it the deputy will see that 
no threats (to ‘ withdraw Savirninens ad- 
vertisements if a contradiction of statements 
was not published’) were made by the 
Director ot the Information Bureau, and that 
the editor of the newspaper withdrew the 
false statement and expressed regret for its 
publication. . 
It is not ““one of the functions of the In- 
formation Bureau to undertake censorship of 
Irish newspapers "’; it is one of its functions 
to make available to the Press, so far as pos- 
sible, accurate information regarding State 
activities, and to correct false revorts harm- 
ful to the nation. 
Mr, MULCAHY—Will the President say if 
he places any restriction of any kind on Irish 
publicists in making any comment they wish 
with regard to the growth of unemployment 
in the country ? 
Mr. DE VALERA—I do not think it is 
necessary to add anything to my answer. 
Mr. MULCAHY—Is not “it a fact that in 
this particular case threats by innuendo were 
brought against a Wexford newspaper to pre- 
vent them from making, in future, whatever 
comment they want to make on the growth 
of unemployment ?

CORK AND DONEGAL PAPERS 


Replying to another eee oF Mr, Mul- 
cahy, the MINISTER for AGRICULTURE 
later said: It was decided, in connection with 
the wheat scheme, to have advertisements 
inserted in ali the principal newspapers. It 
appeared to me, however, in the case of 
certain newspapers in County Cork and 
County Donegal, that no useful purpose was 
being served by advertisements in these 
papers, as their effect was counteracted by 
editorial articles or comments hostile to the 
scheme.

With a 
view to giving the Government a further 
opportanity, the Senate should insist on 
those amendments, not necessarily as passed, 
as some of them might be susceptible to im- 
provement. 

On. a division it was announced that the 
result was a tie—nineteen Senators voting 
for. and nineteen against, the motion. 

Mr. FORAN said that he had gone into 
the wrong lobby, and the CHAIRMAN re- 
plied that, in that case, he would give his 
easting vote in favour of Mr. Robinson’s 
motion, which was, therefore, carned. 

The Senate decided not to insist on the 
amendments referred to in the resolution.

FARMERS ON THE DOLE 

There were numerous farmers at present 
in the country on the dole, and Senator 
Connolly seemed to be proud of it. Splitting 
up the land would not greatly relieve the 
situation, because, if experienced men could 
not make it pay, the others were not likely 
to do so. There could be no progress 
towards prosperity unless there was a settle- 
ment of the economic war. 

Mr, JOHNSON said that the proposed 
Committeé was an impossible proposition. 
With regard to the figures on tillage which 
had been quoted, he said that the only serious 
reduction which had occurred was in the 
acreage under hay. So jong as the agricul- 
ture of this country was depending for its 
success on the sale of produce in a market 
which it could not control, and that market 
decided the amount that should be sent to 
it, then the policy of restriction of output 
became necessary. 

Ministers spoke of settling more persons 
on the land and dividing and sub-dividing 
farms.

The Rule of the Gun 


The death in Dublin yesterday of Mr. 
Richard More O’Ferrall ought to shóck all 
responsible Irishmen into a sense of the 
condition into which this country has been 
allowed to drift. Even in a land which 
has grown accustomed to deeds of violence, 
the manner of this brave young man’s 
murder was particularly brutal. He and 
his father were dining in their country 
home with a small party when a band of 
ruffians entered the room. They ordered 
the occupants to put up their hands, and 
when Mr. More O’Ferrall went to the 
assistance of his father, who refused to 
obey this impudent command; he was shot 
in the back. His father also was wounded, 
but had an almost miraculous escape 
from death. During recent: years there 
have been many crimes of this kind, and 
it is a terrible reflection on our country 
that nobody ever has been brought to 
justice for a murder if, by the wildest 
stretch. of the imagination, it might be 
described as “ political.’’ No reason has 
been assigned for the slaying of Mr. More 
O’Ferrall; but it is presumed that his 
father had fallen foul of the assassins in 
connection with some part of his duty as 
a land agent. Whatever may have been 
the cause, the result is that a young Irish- 
man of the best type has been done to 
death in the most savage way. It is high 
time that the Government should take 
active steps to put an end to outrages of 
this kind. Everybody knows that the 
people of this country are loth to give 
evidence in such cases; but the rule of 
the gun cannot be allowed to continue if 
the Free State ever is to settle down to a 
civilised mode of life. Very few of our 
leading politicians on either side of the 
House in Dáil. Éireann. can acquit them- 
selves entirely from blame in the matter. 
They first taught the young men to use 
firearms, and they are largely responsible 
for the loosening of the nation’s moral 
fibre which has given rise to a condition of 
affairs not far removed from mob law. Can 
they not sink their petty differences in 
politics and join forces in a determined 


effort to save their country from the gun- 
man? Ireland prides herself on her high 
“code of morals. Our orators never seem to 


tire of boasting that we are not as other 
people, and our law-givers make a great 
parade of the control that they exercise 
over bawdy literature and questionable 
films. Will the murder of Richard More 
O’Ferrall teach them nothing? The 
Government has almost unlimited powers 
at its disposal. The Public Safety Act 
probably is the most drastic instrument of 
its kind in Europe; yet the “' political '' 
murderer seems to enjoy complete im- 
munity from punishment. While Richard 
More O’Ferrall’s assassins are at large no 
decent Irishman will be able to hold up 
his head. The crime at Edgeworthstown 
was a crime against the nation, and the 
people of Ireland will expect the Govern- 
ment to exhaust all its powers in an effort 
once and for all to free them from the 
tyranny of the gun. |

Industry in America 


There is little. further room for doubt 
regarding President Roosevelt’s tendencies 
towards the Left. His first two years of 


office have given more power to organised 
labour than it ever possessed previously in 


the United States, and his next two years 
promise to load the dice even more heavily 
against the masters of industry. From 
the beginning, in fact, his presidency has 
resolved itself into a war with the great 
employers—those people whom agitators 
prefer to describe as “the bosses.”” We 
must remember that the organisation of 
‘labour, as it is known on this side of the 
Atlantic, until very recently had no 
parallel in the United States. There were 
trade unions, indeed, but most of them 
were small things, and not infrequently 
were -confined to the men in one 
particular factory, or perhaps. in one 
particular industry, while any larger 
unions that existed were under the 
Government's displeasure, and played, 
in proportion to their ambitions, a 
small part in industrial affairs. The 
National Recovery Administration 's 
given all the unions a new and secure foot- 
hold. Under the “' code "system industry 
is compelled to allow the formation of 
men’s unions, and organised labour, 
within a brief space of time, has become a 
substantial force.

State ; inordinate competition must be 
checked ; the life and death of millions of 
workers no longer must be left under the 
contro] of a few men. Ina sentence, “' big 
business ' must be kept within bounds. 
This is the dominant note of President 
Roosevelt's economic policy.. He does not 
propose to “tet. Gocisliow in the 
United States, but “ Capitalism,’ in the 
extreme and obnoxious sense of the word, 
will have no further place. It is little 
wonder that, in these circumstances, he 
has contrived to arouse a fury of resent- 
ment in the breasts of the wealthy 
financiers and industrialists, and that they 
are resolved to fight his schemes to the 
last ditch. ‘‘ The pattern of a new order 
of industrial relations is definitely taking 
shape,” says the Presidential message. No 
former President of the United States 
would have dared to make such an admis- 
sion. 

Will the effort succeed? It is no light 
thing to challenge the system on which the 
United States’ gigantic, if to some extent 
illusory, prosperity, has been reared. 
Doubtless, the President can answer that 
other nations have changed their economic 
systems. Russia has established a com- 
pletely new order cf things; Italy has 
effected changes which, in their way, are 
little less violent; and what those 
countries have done the United States 
ought to be able to do. The President's 
hopes will be justified if he contrives to 
retain his hold upon the great bulk of the 
American people, and there are no present 
signs that his hold is weakening. Not for 
very many years has the White House 
commanded such steady and unquestion- 
ing loyalty. We believe that the Presi- 
dent’s venture will succeed, and that he not 
only will conduct his nation safely along 
the slow path to recovery, but that a more 
stable system will emerge from the exist- 
ing chaos. It remains to be seen what 
effect a new industrial order will have 
upon the internal relations of the United 
States. Will it alter, for example, the 
people’s conceptions of democracy and 
government? The labour unions of Great 
Britain have achieved power over a suc- 
cession of years, with the result that, while 
industry has been purged of many of its 
abuses, there has been no violent disturb- 
ance of the social order; but it is not 
impossible that American Labour, so long 
depressed, but suddenly given a voice in 
the national counsels, may outstep all 
bounds, and hurl the country along the 
patl to Socialism. President Roosevelt 
knows his own business best, but he would 
be wise not to advance too rapidly. A 
false move may tear the reins from his 
hand, and innumerable evils could be let 


loose upon an uncontrolled America. 


Japan and China 


The motives underlying Japan’s general 
policy may be blameless, but, as the 
Marquess of Lothian pointed out in a recent 
letter to The Times, at least they are open 
to suspicion. Since the beginning of this 
year her representatives have been in con- 
ference with those of China, and China 
has been offered golden rewards if she will 
rely less on the protection of Europe and 
more on that of her formidable neighbour. 
After the loss of Manchuria and the 
further inroads into Jehol a few weeks 
ago, we may imagine that China will not 
take too seriously the promise that Japan 
will keep a watchful guard over her 
integrity; nor is she likely to accept the 
other Japanese proposals without close 


‘}examination. Briefly, Japan’s demands 


are that China shall enter into a separate 
pact with her on all Far Eastern ques- 
tions, that she shall pledge herself not to 
appeal to the League of Nations, that her 


shall be replaced by Japanese, and that 
she shall enter into a Japan China. 
Manchukuo bloc. In return she is 
promised militarv and financial aid, and 
the establishment of a permanent neutral 
zone between her territories and those of 
Manchukuo. Such proposals have an 
element of danger for China which is 
sufficiently obvious, but the fact that they 
are being discussed at all shows that China 
is at least tempted by the promises. If 
she were to make an agreement on these 
lines, it would give Japan a much firmer 
footing on the Continent of Asia than she 
has at present, and all Japan's policy 
seems to ba directed towards the 
strengthening of her position there. In 
particular, she would be able to drive 
European traders from the Far East, and 
already that policy—denied, but un 
doubtedly pursued by Japan—is in force 
in Manchukuo. “The “open door’’ which 
she proynised to maintain there is stil) 
nominally open, but in practice the treaty 
rights of European oil-importing firms 
have been infringed, in order that. a 
Japanese monopoly might be set up 
instead. Other Japanese monopolies are 
likely to follow in Manchukuo, and we 
hardly can doubt that they would be ex- 
tended to China also if there was the 
opportunity. By a policy which would

When Mr. Fiorella Laguardia succeeded 
Mr. James Walker as Mayor of New York 
he promised the expectant city that all 
things were possible to ‘ The Little 
Blossom.”” Mr. Laguardia a dark, thick- 
set man, is known to America as ‘ The 
Little Blossom.’ For the sake of the 
more bewildered it should be explained 
that the soubriquet probably has more 
connection with the name “ Fiorolla,’’ 
than with Mr. Laguardia’s appearance. It 
is not expected of a politician that he 
should ‘carry out his promises to the 
letter; but the present Mayor of New 
York is an exceptional case. Towards the 
end of last week the liftmen of that city 
decided that their value to the public was 
estimated too conservatively at £4 a week. 
They abandoned their lifts, and took up 
their stand on the ground. The attention 


} of the Mayor was called to the matter. 


He gave it eighteen hours of his time, and 
at the end of that period the strike was 
settled. In Dublin it is difficult to 
realise the full implications of a lift- 
strike. When one’s office is hundreds 
of feet in the air there is only 
one practicable means of communi- 
cation, and that is a lift. Admittedly, all 
the skyscrapers are fitted with staircases ;

Probably no business 
house in Dublin contains more than six 
stories, and consequently we have come to 
believe that when six flights have been 
surmounted the limit of human stamina 
has been reached. Corroborative evidence 
of the fact has been supplied by a report 
from New York. In one of the larger 
blocks of buildings a group of girls 
decided to reduce while the strikers 
struck. They set off on their long climb 
to the thirtieth floor; but, by unanimous 
and breathless consent, the form was 
adjudged sufficiently beautiful by the time 
the sixth floor had been reached.

After this a joint answer to 
Germany would appear to be the most 
likely step. 

So far, it must be remembered, there 
have been only two brief exchanges 
between Sir John Simon and the French 
Ambassador, and these are believed to 
have been occupied largely with questions 
of procedure i 

Sir John Simon is due in Paris on 
February 28th to fulfil a long-standing 
engagement to lecture on English con- 
stitutional law. So far no contacts with 
French Ministers have been arranged for 
during this visit, but it would appear to 
present a logical opportunity for discuss- 
ing the situation with M, Flandin and M. 
Laval in the light of Germany's reply. 

After this, if it were decided in prin- 
ciple that a visit by Sir John Simon to 
Berlin, with the opportunity thus pro- 
vided of a téte a-téte with Chancellor Hitler 
himself, would be preferable to a visit of

REFORM OF RELIEF 


The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day:—The political excitement .about 
the suspension of the relief regula- 
tions seems for the moment to have run 
its course. Opponents of the Government 
will, no doubt, do their best to keep alive 
a sense of grievance and to perpetuate the 
falsehoods that the original regulations 
were a deliberate attempt to economise at 
the expense of the unemployed. During 
the interim period—while the increases 
granted by the regulations are maintained 
and no reductions are enforced, except 
where reductions would have taken place 
even. if there had been no regulations— 
agitation will have nothing solid to feed 
on, and it can only be supposed that the 
object of Socialist propaganda will be to 
keep the fires banked, ready for a flame 
when amended regulations are published. 
It is most important, therefore, that the 
changes now being considered should 
make the system of relief proof against 
attack, because there must be no risk that 
certain principles inseparable from a just 
system of relief should a second time be 
discredited by errors of detail. The 
Labour Party has, unhappily, reached 
such a degree of irresponsibility in 
this matter that they are hard to 
recognise as the same party which 
passed the Anomalies Act. They will 
attack any system which is not in- 
distinguishable from indiscriminate public 
charity. But their attacks will fail if the 
new system succeeds in combining proper 
protection for the taxpayer with justice 
to the unemployed. 

The points to which reconsideration 
should be directed are now becoming clear. 
In the first place, in so for as any dis- 
appointing results of the regulations were 
due to the defects in the working of a 
new administrative machine, the interim 
period will give the Board and its officials 
much valuable information. There will be 


time to correct local inexperience, to make 
good the alleged neglect of local knowledge, 
to get the appeal tribunals into working 
order, and to accustom local officials to 
the use of an always essential discretion. 
In the second place the rent factor can 
be thoroughly revised. Its intentions were 
admirable, but there is no doubt that in- 
sufficient attention was paid to the pre- 
ponderance of low-rented accommodation 
in some parts of the country, and that the 
fupper and lower limits of the rent factor 
were not sufficiently elastic. Again, it 
would appear that the allowances left to 
earning members of a household were too 
ittle and the method of calculating - em 
too complicated. The definition of a house- 
hold may also have been too rigorous. In 
short, the principle of a uniform and 
closely-defined system, to which nearly 
everyone paid tribute before the regula- 
tions, has not proved entirely satisfactory, 
and the main object of revision should be 
to find means within the newly-established 
national system for providing a wide local 
discretion, subect to general directions.

DISORGANISATION. OF 
SHIPPING

OLLOWING torrential rains and heavy 

gales in England and Scotland, much 

damage and disorganisation of shipping 
are reported. 

In Yorkshire the flooding of an aqueduct 
is believed to be the cause of a landslide 
which blocked the main London, Midland 
and Scottish Railway line from the Mid- 
lands to Scotland with five hundred tons 
of earth. 

The landslide occurred at Dent, midway 
between Leeds and Carlisle, and expresses 
were diverted over another section, while 
local trains were driven to the nearest 
station on either side of the fall, and a 
‘bus service carried passengers from one 
to the other. 

In Glasgow incessant rains have dis- 
organised shipping and caused widespread 
flooding. 


DANGER TO SHIPS 


Portions of the city were yesterday 
inundated, but at high tide the level of 
the water was still three feet below the 
wharves. The flood waters whirling down 
the Clyde brought with them gates, fencing, 
shed roofs and huge trees, endangering 
the propellers of ships tied up at the 
quays. Watchers on board some of the 
coasters were kept busy diverting the 
material from the propellers. 

Glasgow had a greater rainfall in one 
night than it had during the whole month 
of February last vear. With eight more 
days to go, the rainfall for the month was 
over four inches, compared with a little 
more than half an inch for the four weeks 
in February of last year, Only three days 
have been without rain: since February 
came in. 

The high state of the River Cart is 
causing considerable anxiety in Cathcart. 
In certain sections it has already over. 
flowed its banks, affecting houses occupying 
low situations. Not for many years has 
the Clyde carried so much water, and in 
the Hamilton area the floods are in some 
places several feet deep. 

In the West of Scotland flooding 
threatens to become still more serious, and 
large tracts of low-lying ground in the 
Clyde Valley have been inundated. Traffic 
experienced difficulty in negotiating the 
water, and school children were carried 
through the floods. 


LINERS DELAYED 


Liners due at Plymouth, with hundreds 
of passengers and mail, wirelessed yester- 
day that they were still battering through 
the gale, while the world’s largest liner 
in commission, the Majestic, was unable 
to leave her berth at Southampton owing 
to the pressure of the wind against her 
three acres of side. 

Among the liners: due, but delayed by 
gales in the Atlantic and the Bay of 
Biscay, is the United States liner Washing- 
ton (24,289 tons), from New York; the P. 
and QO, liner Maloja (21,000 tons), from 
Australia and India ; the Nangitata (16,737 
tons), from New Zealand, due to-day, and 
the Swedish liner Annie Johnson (4,896 
tons), from San Francisco, originally 
expected yesterday, which will not arrive 
until Saturday. 


OFF WEXFORD COAST 

The thirty-two marooned Irish lightship- 
men off the Wexford coast spent another 
day wfthout their relief—now nine days 
overdue—being able to put out from 
Rosslare Harbour. 

Although the sun shone during the 
afternoon, there was scarcely any abate- 
ment of the gale, and there is little hope 
of the Irish Lights steamer. lerne being 
able to set off to the four lightships before 
Friday at the earliest.

Mr. CONOR MAGUIRE, the poruage &

The present position was 
that judges of the Supreme Court, High Court 
and Circuit Court were required to retire on 
reaching the age of seventy-two years, and 
that district justices roust retire at sixty-five, 
except in the cases of the Dublin Metropolitan 
and Cork City justices, who might continue in 
office until they reached the age of seventy.

SPRING WHEAT 
GROWING 


DIFFICULTIES DISCUSSED 
Wi 800.000 statute acres of wheat 


are grown annually, the Saorstat, it 

is contended by ‘the Government, 
will be able to supply the needs of the pre- 
sent population in respect of flour, while also 
providing an adequate native seed supply 
estimated at 80,000 tons per annum. 


Changes in Rotation 


As Mr. M. Caffrey, of the Plant Breedin 
Division, University College, Dublin, point 
out in a recent broadcast, this will naturally 
involve many modifications in current agr!- 
cultural practice, notably in the tillage 
rotations, which will in future centre around 
wheat instead of oats as the principal cereal ; 
but it would be very regrettable, indeed, if 
the increased area to be sown to wheat was 
to be gained solely at the expense of gats 
and barley; and not mainly as the result of 
an increased area under the plougi. Another 

robable consequence will be a change over 

m the cultivation of wheat as a predomi- 
nantly autumn or winter-sown crop to a 
mainly spring-sown crop. 

Hitherto wheat has been almost exclusively 
propagated as an autumn-sown crop. It is 
true that a certain amount of spring wheat 
was grown every year, but the area was 
always small, and was practically restricted 
to certain districts, notably Counties Wexford 
and Carlow. It is, therefore, a natural in- 
ference that. winter wheat will continue to be 
a more profitable proposition than spring 
wheat on those typical rich, well-drained, 
deep soils, where wheat has hitherto been 
able to hold its-own, despite intensive foreign 
competition, in the tillage rotation. It must, 
however, be admitted that such soils are 
limited in this country.. When, therefore, 
the increasing propagation of this crop re- 
quires it.to.be sown on ordinary soils, sub- 
ject .to waterlogging in seasons where the 
autumn and winter rainfall is above the 
average, it will be found that winter seeding 
will. only too frequently give a poorly 
brairded, thin, patchy crop, in which weeds 
are likely to predominate. during. the follow- 
ing summer, - 


A Spring Crop 


This difficulty can be avoided, however, by 
sowing wheat as a spring crop. Spring 
wheat can be grown on at least as wide a 
range of soils as spring oats or barley, and 
will. give an even vigorous braird provided 
that fi seed is sound and of germl- 
nation capacity. When, therefore, wheat, is 
widely grown as a spring crop the objection 
now ' frequently advanced, that it exhausts 
the soil to a greater extent~than any other 
crop, will lose,all its force. In point of fact, 
wheat removes from the soil less nitrogen, 
sulphur, postash, lime and magnesia than any 
other tillage crop, with the possible exception 
of barley. . As regards quality oí. grain—1.e., 
its suitability for milling and baking pur- 
poses—no deterioration Mais may be ex- 
pected from a general adoption of spring 
wheat cultivation. 

It may well be asked that if spring wheat 
possesses these advantages, why. hasn't it 
been more extensively grown heretofore even 
on typical wheat soils? The reasons are, 
however, very obvious. The spring wheat 
varieties hitherto available to farmers are 
not as prolific nor are they as strong in the 
-straw as the best commercial winter wheats. 
These are serious objections, sufficient in 
themselves to counterbalance all other advan- 
tages, and, unless they can. be overcome, the 
extensive and intensive propagation of wheat 
in Saorstat Eireann contemplated by the 
Government may not be realised, They are 
not, however, unsurmountable. That there 
is a connection between length of growing 
period and yield of grain in the case of any 
particular variety is not denied, but this 
relationship does not obtain. as between 
different varieties. 


Varieties on Trial 


Referring to experiments in spring wheat- 
growing conducted at the Albert College, 
Dublin, Mr. Caffrey said that at least five of 
the pure Jines and hybrids raised. by the 
lant-breeding department, University Col- 
Dublin, were superior to all the im- 
varieties in vigour of growth and in 
yielding capacity. The most promising were 
two derivatives from a cross between April 
Red ‘and Ironmaster, and a special single 
plant selection from April Red. These three 
varieties, in addition to giving a high yield 
of grain, were very resistant to yellow rust at- 
tack. Another promising form, superior . te 
all others in strength of straw, was a deri- 
vative from a cross between sain Red and 
Crown; but this particular hybrid is com. 
paratively late in ripening, and would re 
uire to be sown not later than the end of 
March 


Summing up the experience gained from the 
observation of these experimental plots, it 
would appear that the following varieties 
merit further tests: on a larger scale and 
under a wider range of soil and climatic con- 
ditions: Marquis, Diamant, April Red and 
lronmaster (two hybrids), and April Red 
and Crown. Farmers who would like to try 
Marquis this year may be interested to know 
that Manitoba wheat, which any miller could 
supply, contains from 85-100 per cent. of 
| Marquis. : 

It is desirable on this occasion to make a 
reférence, for the guidance of farmers, to Red 
Marvel. This is a very popular variety, and, 
under the conditions prevailing in the Saor 
stat, is verv prolific.

N four of the five Saorstat inter-county 
| plonghing championships which have 
been held, Wexford has maintained its 
name as “the premier county.” Only once 
was this county defeated, and then it was by 
Wicklow, which came second this year, 
though one of the Wicklow ploughmen, Hugh 
Pierce, won the individual championship, 
The rivalry between the ploughmen of these 
counties has always been very keen, and ‘it 
was good to see them keeping up the tail 
last week. Both did work of a really high 
order, and there is little doubt. but that it 
will be taken as a model by progressive tillers 
of the soil in every part of the country where 
it has been. seen. 

It is a pity that so many spectators walked 
across some of. the plots before the judges 
were finished. In some cases, indeed, quite 
a ‘‘galiery”’ of enthusiasts followed plough- 
men along the whole length of the. furrow. It 
was altogether against the printed regula- 
tions,, but, the large crowd, while perfectly 
orderly, simply ignored the appeals of 
stewards to keep off the plots, and so spoiled 
the appearance of a great deal of the work. 
If ploughmen are to do themselves credit at

P sr; the most useful sise of in. 


cubator for a beginner is one made to 

hatch 150 eggs. With this. size -of 
machine and average egg fertility, at least 
100 chickens should be obtained from each 
hatch. This is a convenient size of flock, and 
can be accommodated in a 200 chick size 
hover. There are several makes of incubators 
which are quite satisfactory, but it is false 
economy to buy a low-priced machine. If 
there are machines in the district which are 
giving satisfaction, one of a similar make 
might be selected. 

A suitable room in which to run the in- 
cubator is as important as the quality of the 
machine. The room should be well venti- 
lated, but free from draughts, and so con- 
structed that extremes of temperature will 
not be experienced. A temperature between 
60 and 70 degrees Fahrenheit should be main- 
tained in the room. If the temperature falls 
below 60 the air is liable-to become too dry, 
and poor hatches will likely result. The 
window of the room should face towards the 
west for preference; it should 
south, as heat, from the sun will cause varia- 
tions in the room temperature. 


during the period of hatching contain living 
germs which, if not properly nourished, will 
not develop: normally or will actually die. A 
constant supply of fresh air is part of the 
essential nourishment of the developing 
chicken, and one of the chief concerns of 
the person running an incubator is the main- 
tenance of a proper supply of moisture and 
fresh pure air to the developing chicks. The 
incubator should be set up perfectly level, 
me 3 a spirit level for the purpose. If not 
level a uniform air temperature cannot be 
maintained throughout the machine, and poor 
hatching results will likely be obtained. 

A book of instructions regarding the set- 
ting. up and running of the machine is sup- 
plied with each incubator at the time of 
purchase, and these. should be read and 
followed carefully. 
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THIN-SHELLED EGGS 


SHOULD THEY BE HATCHED? 

URING periods of hgavy egg production, 
D particularly during spring time, and if 

the birds are not free to range widely, 
the laying of thin-shelled eggs. may be a 
common occurrence. With some birds the 
trouble. is am. inherited one which cannot be 
corrected.’ In other cases the production of 
thin-shelled eggs is due to a lack of sufficient 
shell-forming material om. supplied, and 
this is applicable particularly where a 
generous proportion of protein foods, such as 
milk, meat meal or fish meal, is provided in 
the mash. It should be realised that adequate 
shell-forming material is even more essential 
when feeding for maximum gage as 
agri than where the feeding is on a 
ower plane. 


Cod Liver Oil 


If plenty of oyster shell and grit is pro- 
vided, it may be that the birds are not 
assimilating it as they should. Poor assimila- 
tion of mineral matter is connected with a 
shortage of light and of one of the vitamins. 
The inclusion of a good grade of cod liver oil 
in the mash at the rate of one pint to four 
stones of mash is advised. Oyster shell and 
limestone grit are the two chief sources of 
shell-making material. It is advisable to feed 
a mixture of both, and to offer the mixture in 
a flat box which is large enough to permit 
the birds to scratch it as they wish. If the 
receptacle is only large enough to allow the 
birds to pick at the shell. and grit, much less 
will be consumed than where free access is 

rmitted, and tis in itself may be a cause of 
thin-shelled eggs being produced. Both these 
shell-making materials are cheap, and it 
would be false economy to restrict their con- 
sumption in any way. 

If, after. providing unlimited supplies of 
shell and grit as indicated and including cod 
liver oil in the mesh, thin-shelled eggs are 
still being produced, it is likely that the 
birds laying them are constitutionally incap- 
able of producing properly-shelled eggs, and

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A BOOK ON FERTILISERS

N “The Use of Fertilisers,” published by 
| Mr. Humphrey Milford, of the Oxford 
University Press, London, Mr. A, 5B. 
Barker, B.Sc., N.D.A. (Hons.), provides a 
new guide to the manuring of crops. It is 
primarily intended for farmers, manure 
merchants, and agricultural students—in other 
words, those chiefly interested in the com- 
mercial aspects of fertilisers. “Mr. Barker's 
aim is. to consider on technical knowledge of 
fertilisers’ in its economic and practical 
implications, and in the light of the practice 
of farmers: and growers, where data estab- 
lished by experiment are not available. 
Professor J. A. Scott Watson points out 
in a foreword that the manufacturer is now 
producing, in addition to the old standard 
chemicals like superphosphate and sulphate 
of ammonia, a considerable range of new 
compounds. Some of these, like nitrate of 
potash and the phosphates of ammonia, are 
much more highly concentrated than the old 
familiar substances, and for this: and other 
reasons their use is likely to extend. More- 
over, the large scale manufacture of nitrogen 
compounds from the air has created the pos. 
sibihty of an unlimited expansion in the 
use of nitrogen fertilisers. The farmer, on 
his part, is turning his attention to a greater 
variety of crops, ‘so that all concerned will 
find this volume of special value.
